Tere Bentence than that piiblic conlidence 
in the fountains of justice should have 
been Bliaki-ii, It is not our pri'scnt pur- 
pose to attempt to deal with id I the points 
and incidents presented hy a case which 
has given rise to the iiueslion, "Is tlud 
British justice'::'" — for that were the work 
of many articles, i'or the present let it 
onifice to glance at one or two of the more 
salient points. First of all, we find the 
Judge, in hia cliar^';> to tho (trund Jury, 
intimating in the olean-st tcrias tliiiL th(.' 
prisoner luid acted in a hit,di-handeil and 
most indiscreet manner. He tells the 
jury that the attempt of an olUcer to dis- 
charge this class of duty in such a man- 
ner as to provoke a collision was ine.\- 
cusable; and yet wo find this roan rush- 
ing in under circnmstaiiee.s which ho 
ought to have known would in all likeli- 
hood involve not only u cdilisiou hut 
blood-shed on one side or the other; and 
all this for the purpose of seizing iv can 
or two of Indian whi-sky, his legal right to 
which would appear to bo open to (jues- 
tion. Then ho puslies hinisolf into a po- 
sition in which he ".hiiius to liave been 
justified in shooting down two Indian.", in 
peaceable occupation of tboir own eunoe, 
and, as it would uovr appear, wholly de- 
fenceless. And this is called "plnok!" 
Viewed in the light of all tlio circnm- 
stanoes, to our mind it is more akin to a 
different quality. Taking tlio mo.st favor- 
able view possible, it only nll'urds iiiiother 
illustration of tho saying that, 

'■Fouls rush in \vlicroaiif,'L'lb frar to truail." 

Next we find the Crown Prosecutor de- 
livering an address to tlio jiettit jury that 
few Judges would have listened to. it 
was little luori; than a iiolitieal speoeh. de- 
signed 03 a defence of an adniinistr.itioii 
of which he is a member. In truth, the 
whole conduct ol the case on the part of 
the Crown was most assuredly such as to 
make the duticsof th(f couusid for the d(!- 
feiiCG extremely ligiit. The prini'ipal 
witness for tho <lefence was adroitly call- 
ed by tho pro.socutiun, ami thus evidence 
highly favorable to tho i^risoner was 
enabled to go to the jury unchallenged, 
which would have evaporated under the 
crucial test of cross-examination. Then 
wo lind the .Ittorney-Cieneral i unchal- 
lenged by the Court) misdirecting tho 
jury on a ruost vital i)oiut of law, by tell- 
ing them that they roust lind tho jirisoner 
guilty of murder, or not guilty; whereas 
lie ought to have told them that it was 
competent to fine for the lower offence. 
As for tho Tcrdiot proper, as has been 
stated in a ju'evious article, we have no 
fault to find withtluit. Indeed, consider- 
ing the very unsatisfactory and conlliet 
ing evidence placed beforn the jui y, and 
the manner of placing it, tho verdict wns 
inevitable. But to the atisurd rider tacl^- 
ed on to that verdict , very grave olijec- 
tion may bo taken. Regaidod iu tho 
light of the facts, \uul Gs|)ecially in. ^the 
light of tho Judgo'.i charge, it. seems n not 
nnlitting climax, to what many will re- 
gard as a grim satiro on British justici;. 
It would be idle to suppose that the ill 
consequences of Sullivan's act and of the 
other acts growing out of it could be 
cured l)y tho venlict of a jury, nuich h-ss, 
by tho iniliscreet Ijcstowid of unmeriied 
praise; and it is, therefore, ••xtreiui'lj- im- 
probable that this is tho last article we 
shall be called upon to write in connec- 
tion with a most unhappy nfl'air. It 
would appear that the OovernmoDt have 
reinstated Mr. Sullivan in a position for 
which ho has so strikingly demonstrated 
liis unfitness~a iiosition, too, wnolly un- 
necessary. But on this and some other 
points there will be more to sav hereafter. 
Meanwhile, wo cannot compliment tho 
two more zealous organs of the pn;sont 
Ministry upon the discretion disidayeil in 
loceilt allusions tn a matter r(.'spncting 
which cnmnidii ijnuleiin- idnmld hav(> 
suggested reticeiici.'.

In reply to (piestions of (he prisoner, 
the girl denied tiiat slie spoke to him 
first, or bockuued hiiu to go into the bush 
ivith her. 

A torn iinil stnined cdlioo gown !inil 
waist wore i.roilncc-d in Court; the girl 
swore that thoy wore torn by the pri.souor 
and that the stiiins eamo from the ^vct 
grass on which she wns thrown by the 
prisoner. She said she never gave the 
prisoner any oucouragoment. 

Chaa. Coloroy, a bov of about 12 yoar.s, 
testified that ho was walking along the 
Estinimalt road on Sunday aitornoon,\vhen 
he heard screams and saw a sailor come 
out of the bnsh; conld'nt swear the pri- 
soner is the hian. After that a girl came 
out of tlie bii.sh; she wa.s tying her dro.ss 
on. The over .skirt was torn down the sido. 
She askod mo to walk a little way with 
]jer. I went far as ]Mr. I'ooley's fonoo; 
tho girl wa.s crying. 

The complainant was recalled and swore 
that when the prisoner was running away 
she sav a little pimf>le on the back of liis 
neo]( (hiughter) .

Officer McCarthy to.stitled that ho ap- 
prehended tho prisoner at the Half- Way 
House. He was fully identified by tho 
complainant; ho said he offered her half a 
dollar and that she would not take it; hn 
added that she beckoned to him; witness 
saw a place in tho bush whore a strusfglo 
had taken placi,'. 

(leorge .Vnson Hworn---Was at tho Coach 
and Horses (jn Sunday with another 
sailor. The young woman was paisiug 
by. She beckoned to us andpnt her thumb 
to her nose (laughter) and John Stephens 
ha went away with her. I watched them 
till thoy woro out of .sight, when sIks held 
II)) lior haiiil. She .stopped until the 
jirisoui^r overtook her and thoy walked on 
together. 

.John Thompson sworn — Tho yonng 
woman beckoned us to come out of the 
house and go into the bnsh with her. She 
also put her finger to her nose. Don't 
know what tlie liand to nose meant (langli- 
tor). Tho pri.soner folU)wed her and she 
stopped till lio got up to her and thou 
they both wont oil' together. 

The yjri.soner said that if she hadn't noil- 
ded to him he wouldn't have gone with 
her. ,She said she liked sailors. 

The i)risonor was committed for trial at 
the Assizes.

Tho Hon. ]\rr. Dallas-, formerly of tliis 
])lueo and more recuntly (io\ernor of 
Bui)ort's Land, has written a little book 
with tho above title. AN'liilo recognizing 
tlio territorial and .stratigeo valiu: of I'-iaa 
Juan, Mr. Dallas attaches far more im- 
portance to. tho niorario8S_ thaB^tlwraoter' 
lal loss sustained by Orcivt Britain. Ho 
says that from tho result of the unforlii- 
nato reference (Jroat Britain a))purDnfly 
"stands convicted of having long and 
jjorsistontly assoi tod a chiiiu wliiidi has 
i)een authoritatively deciiK.'d agaiu.stiier;" 
and she, therefore, stands in the light of 
having pressed the olaim either in bad 
faith or in wilful ignorance, eitlier of 
which would bo sufiieiently uiibeeoniing. 
"Sumo vindication," he says, "of our 
national character in the (>yes of tiiii 
world is imperatively donuuuied.'' This 
rindication is found in the fact that "the 
basis of our coutcntion had been expressly 
excluded from the arbitration." In other 
words tho arbitrator did not decide on 
tho British claim, because tln^ negoti.'i*,ors 
who agreed to submit the dispute to his 
decision, drafted tiie reference in sueh a 
niannor as to nniko it impossible that he 
eould have their protont ions fairly before 
him. Mr. Dallas thinks it is a great 
mistake to suppose that the Americans 
have been conciliated by the cession. 
Thoy have rather boon etlueated to feel 
( ; reat liritain lian wronu'ed them by so 
long depriving thoiu of all nndonbted 
right. A/inij'oy of that he tliinks it strange 
that while so much desire is felt to eon- 
eiliate tiie Americans, no account is taken 
of tho propriety of conciliating the 
British. On tho whole ho draws a lesson 
from tho facts — it is that when wo eonie 
to delinotho Alaskan Ijoundary we should 
try to save ourselves from being befooled 
as wo have been in deliuiiig the sea boun- 
dary botwei-n Vancouver and the conti- 
nent.

Municipal Street By-Lav/ to regulate the cor\- 
struction, maintainance, and repairs of 
Streets within the City limits, and to regu- 
late the Public traffic thereon. 

|4t]i June, 187;?.] 

WHEllEAS il is oxiicdiouL t\u' tliu ^0"^^ govovninont of tho City of 
Victoriii, B. C. , to luiiko ])Vi)visic>us for the construction, miiiii- 
taiuance, and repairs of Streets within tlio City limits, and the 
regulation of the public tralho thereon. 

Be it therefore enacted by the IMimicipal Council of the City of Vic- 
toria, as follows : 

1. No person or persons slinll ride or (hive tliroiigli anj' of tho Pub- 
lic Streets of the City of Vietoria, at a pace exceeding six miles un hour, 
under a penalty not "exceeding' Five Dollars or such imprisoiimeut as the 
Stij)endiary ^lagistrale may direct. 

2. No' person or persona engaged or concerned in the erection, re- 
l)air or alteration of any building, cellar or sewer w itliiji tlie City, shall 
1)0 at libertyj(jt.o,o'"'npy more than one-third of the widtii of the street, 
in IJouL of a^^S^l*lIhillliu!,^ <'ollar or sewer, witii materials necessarv for 
thin^ectioin'repair or allenilinn of such building, c(dlur 01 sewer, un- 
lowhe or tiiey sliall obtain permission from the Mayor ami Council, or 
-ijl^mi tho Street Conuiiitteo of the Council, so to do ; and such pcu'son 
(^r persons shall, if ro(iuir('d by the Mayor and Council, or the Street 
Committee, erect such a fence and place such beacon liglits around or 
near to such building, cellar uv sewer, as shall, by tlio Mayor and 
Council or the Street, Committee afon;sai(l, be deeiiic<l necessury to 
])rcvcnt accidents to persons or animals. And any person or persons 
neglecting or rcfusnig to comply with the provisions of this Section, or 
of any order made in pursuance thereof, shall, upon conviction, be 
liable to a fine not exc(!e(bng Twenty Dollars. 

3. No person shall throw or cause to l)e thrown, or deposit on any 
of the footpaths, Hidcwalks, highways, streets, thorougiifares or any 
public place within tlu,' City limits, any rubbish, lilth, ashes, olVal, of 
any kind or anv substance whicii nniy bo considered a nui.sance by the 
ISlayor and Council aforesaid, \inder a penalty not exceeding Tweuty- 
rive Dollars or Ten days imprisoiunont at discretion of any Justice of 
the Peace, before whom such olTcnder sindl be tried. 

4. No person or pi'rsons shall interupt any highway or Public thor- 
oughfare within the City limits, by erecting thereon any fence, buildin.L;-, 
barricade, or obstruction of any nature or any kind, or breidc uji or dis- 
turb tho surface of any Public street or highway unless by permission 
of the jVIayor and Council or the Street Committee, on their behalf, and 
any street or highway so disturbed by the aforesaid permission shall 
without delay, be put in as good condition by sucli person or persons 
as it was before the surface thereof -was broken up or disturbed as 
aforesaid, and such i>erson or persons sliall, within a 
reasonable time, remove all surplus; dirt or rubbish that 
that nuiy have accunudated by reason of breaking up or disturbing 
the surfa(;e of such public street or highway, and shall also keep such 
parts of such public street or highway asfehall have been broken up or 
disturbed by him or them, in good repoix' for the space f)f three months 
thereafter. And any person or persons who shall he guilty of a breach 
of the i)rovisions of this Section may, on conviction thereof, be fined in 
anv Huni not exceeding Fiftv Dollars. 

5. Every person who in any thoroughfare or Public jjlace of tiu^ 
said City shall throw or lay any dirt, litter, glass, ashes, (•arrion. llsh, 
offal or rubbish, or throw or cause any such thing to go into any sewer, 
pipe or drain, or into any well, stream or water-course, or put the same 
^to such a position that it may run into the harbour or into any pond or 
reservoir for water, or cause any oilensive matter to nin from juiy inami- 
faetory, stable, shuighter ]io\ise, i)ntcher's shop or dunghill or any un- 
covered place, whether or not surrounded by a fence or wall, shall be 
liflliie to a penalty not exceeding Twenty DoHars for each otVence. 

(). Every person who sliall em]ity or begin to empty any privy or 
water closet within the said City, witliin tlu; lunu-s of six in the morning 
and eio'ht in the evening, and who shall move along any thoroughfare 
any night soil, soap-lees, amnH)niacal li(iuor, or other such offensive 
matter Ijetween the iunn-s of six in the morning and eight in tho even- 
ing, or' who shall at any time use for such purpose any cart or carriage 
not having a proper covering, or who shall wilfully or carelessly slop or 
spill any such oliensive matter in the removal thereof, or who shall not 
carefully sweep or cleanse any smdi place in which any such otVcnsive 
matter shall have been placed", s]>illed or dropped, shall be liabb' to a 
penalty not exceeding Tweidy Dollars or not more than Eight Days' 
imprisonment for each olVcncc. 

7. Any person or persons who shall wilfully cut, hacdc, carve or 
otherwise deface, orinjure or destroy any bridge within the City limits, or 
•who shall ride or drive over any such bridge at a pace faster than a walk, 
«hall be liable to a fine not exceeding Ten DoUara or to imprisonment 
in the Common Jail for a period not exceeding Four Days for each 
offence. 

8. Nf) person or persons, owner i>r driver sliall allow his or their 
horse or horses to remain standing in or ujion any of the streets or pub- 
lic places in this City with<)ut having the same securely fastened to a 
post or block of metal not weighing less than thirty-live pounds, orleav- 
ing some person in charge of the same, and any infraction of this 
section shall be punishable by a tine not excei^ling Ten Dollars or 
imprisonment for a term not exceeding Four days. 

9. The ]\Iayor and Council sliall liave power under this By-Law to 
'o-ade gravel, liietal, or make any other improvements in any street, al- 
Tey or thorouglifare, within the City limits, whenever or wherever it shall 
be deeuuKl by them expedient. 

10- When any street or portion of a street is graddd, gravelled or 
metalledit shall he lawful for the JIayor and (Jinmeil, by an order in writ- 
ing toordertbe owner or ownersof any lotorlots abnttingon such street, 
or the agent or agents of such owner or owners to comjiieti^ at the ex- 
pense of such owner or owners, the grading, gravelling or meiidling of 
that portion of the stn-etabuttinguponhisor their lotorlots, the ^^nading, 
"■ravelliu"- or metalling of which shall not have been completed by the 
Mayor and Council. And in the event of any hucIi person or jiersons 
nflo-lecting or refusing to coni)iiy with any sucli order for the space of 
One dav, (U' sucli otlu^r ])crioil as may be spccilied in such notice, 
the fiaid" Mayor and Council shall be at liberty to cans.! to be graded, 
«Tavel!-d or nu^bdled t he jiortion of such street so ordered to be graded 
^ravelied or metalled by the owner or ownersof tho lot or lots abutting 
thereon; and tho expense, costs and charges thereof, shall be recover- 
able at law from such owner or owners: and if such ex])e!isoH, costs and 
charges be not paid by sncli owner ov owners o 
jMfents, within seven days after notice in writing 

^ of any .iudgmeii't recovered in respect of such ex])enses, costs and 
<'har"i's,' shall not lie paid at once, the amount of such expenses, costs 
sind eSuarges of such judgment may be registered as a claim against flu 
lot or lottiT/ibutting upon such street, the owner or ownersof Avhich shall 
have been ordered and failed as aforesaid to grade, grav(>l or metal the 
said street or some portion thereof. 

11. If the owners of seveii-tentlis in value of lots ii) or abutting on 
any street or any poiti/ui thci-cnf, in the (Jity of A'ictoriu, wlmll sign a 
reqnisiti(ui calling upoi» the Municipal Council to grade, macadamise, 
pave fenc<', drain, water, light, sweep, lay down side-walks or otlnir- 
wiseiujprovo the said street Or portion thereof, or if the occujiifus of 
seven-touths of the lots abutting mi any street or portiiai of any street, 
shall Bi"U H requisition calling upon the i\riuiicii)al Council to light, 
water s'weew or lay down side-walks in any sucli stj'oet orportion of such 
Btroet'{aa the cusw^'iuay be), the said .Municijial Oouiieil .sliall be (uupow- 
ored after giving ju ■'-uch manner as they alone shall doeai oxiJudient, 
not less th.rii seven d.'iyti' notice of such intention to eaoh of the owners 
or occupiers (as tho case u)<iv hn) of the remaining three-tenths as shall 
not have signed the requisition, to levy, assess, and collect, a rate (not 
to exceed the amount to bo esMiflftted and nienti(Uied in that Ix.'balf in

the lots in and abutting on such street or portion of strc<'l , in order to
